Oshkosh, Wis.—The plan of the 
American Federation of Labor to se- 
cure the assistance of the teaching 
profession by organizing its members

American

Teachers, an affiliated body, was op- 
posed by Prof. F. E. Mitchell, Osh- 
kosh Normal school, arguing againdt 
the^plea of L.. V. Ijampson, Washing- 
ton, D. _C., Held man,for the federa- 
tio-n of teachers, who urged that the 
normal school teachers form a local 
and affiliate with the Oshkosh Trades 
and Labor counclL 


"To state that organized ' labor is 
interested in the schools is only an- 
other way 'of stating that organized 
labor is no-t entirely brainless," de- 
clared Prof. Mitchell, who answered 
Mr. I>ampson at length when the 
federation nuwi appeared before 
a 
meeting of the faculty association 
and asked that the teachers see tho 
impossibility of making gains in the 
political field -without the co-opera- 
tion of a. strong body with similar in- 
terests. 
Is Sordid Thought 


"By the same method of reasoning
